4. The terms of reference of the Committee will be as 
under 

"Advise on all aspects of environmental planning for 
schemes and programmes of th c Department of 
Petroleum." 

5. No remuneration will be paid to the members of the 
Committee. However, the expenditure on TA|DA of the 
non-official members will he met by the Government of 
India. TA|DA on Government offlcialsirepresentatives of 
Central Public Sector Undertakings will be met by the 
concerned Departments /Undertakings. The expenditure on 
the Committee will be borne by thc Oil Industry Deve¬ 
lopment Board. 

6. The term of thc Committee will be initially for a 
period of 2 years. Thc Committee shall meet as often as 
necessary and will make suitable recommendations to the 
Government in the Department of Petroleum from time to 
time. 


7. The Secretarial assistance required for the Committee 
will be provided by the Department of Petroleum,
